GOVERNOR GORDON SPEAKS. 
At eleven o’clock Governor Joiin B. Gordon 


of Georgia, made the address of welcome. 


Below is General Gordon’s speeo:i: 

Mr. Chairman and Fellew-Svuldieis of both Armies: 
Du this anniversary morning the south salutes you 
with uncovered heads, with open arms and earnest, 
honest hear's, : 

She caunot receive a with costiy ceremonials, 
but with simplicity of speecb and patriotic purpose 
peng oe | reeis the brave and generous of each 
Army ati br evory section. 

To this renowned battle ground, made memora- 
ble by your prowess and hallowed by American 
plood, she bids you welcome. 

The south congratulates the whole country that 

‘these historic plains, where twenty-six years sgoa 
you met in deadly section conflict, are now to be- 
-pome the scenes and witness of your joint pledge of 
_restored and enduring fraternity. She congratulates 
the republic that here where the north and the 
south marshalled their hosts for battic, these hosts 
now meéet in living, Jasting brotherhood, united in 
the bends ot mutual respect and confideuce—a 
brotherhood made better, braver and grander by 
mutually cherished and imperishable memories. 

The people of this section hail with pleasure the 
coming of all men who have borne themselves 
bravely on any ficld of duty; but they fling wide 
their open doors and greet with a thousand wel- 
comes those whoin war were brave and in peace 
are both generous and just. 

True courage always and cvorywhere challenges 
the respect aiid homege of mankind, but the truest 
and highest courage is that which is borne of lofty 
convictions and is elevated in its aspirations, gen- 
tle, loving and tender. 

True courage cherishes generosity as its noblest 
characteristic; conquers prejudice and passion as 
its highest achievement, and tbus brings to the vic- 
torthe greatest possible glory; to the vanquished 
the least possible detriment, aud to bo h the utmost 
possible harmony, happiness and peace. 

To you, General Rosecrans and svldiers of the 
army of the Cumberland, I come with a soldier's 
— = on my lpsand asoldier’s symyathy in my 

Speaking for those whom 1 am cailed to repre- 
pent, I pledge their earnest co-operation in the 
sacred m‘s-ion which convenes you, aud in atl 
things which pertain to the welfare and unity of 
the American people. 

In their name I proclaim their eternal fealty to 
the American constitution, which is their protect- 
ing shield; to the American republic, which js the 
joint work of the fathers’ hand, and tothe American 
union of states, from which they withdrew for 
their safety; bui which, now that the cause of 
dissension are gone, they would loyally and 
bravely defend, for their future protection. 
They rest in) the assurance that the union, 
though restored by arms, is to pre- 
seryed and made stronger and perpetual by 
universal amity and impartial laws. With a 
love for this whole cocntry which no power 
can destroy; with a title to its. freecom which 
none will dispute: with ancestral trad-tions 


which are dearer than life, we are 


here to unite with you in the final and eternal, 


sepulture of sectional hostility. The causes which 
produced alienation .were long since engulfed in 
the yortex of revolution beyond the power of res- 
urrection, Let ustherefore bury these passions also 
in a still decper grave. Let us bury the foul spirit 
of discord su deep that no blast of partisan political 
trumpet, however wide sounding and penetrating, 
can ever wake it to service again. 

Gainsay it who will, since slavery is abolished 
and the Chincs2 wall along the line of 36-30 is 
broken, there is absolutely no legitimate barrier of 
separation and no cause for strife. 
hy may not the wide waves of sympathetic con~ 
tinental patriotism roll from seato scaand from 
Maine to Texas without a break or ripple or a single 
obstruction ” God speed the day when 
this truth shall command recognition 
throughout the republic! God speed the 
day when unworthy doubt shall give place to uni- 
Versal trust; when unstinied faith in the unim- 

acbable honor and patriotism of the whole Amer- 

can people shall become an essential passport to 
public station; when he who fights least for party 
and most for country shall be proclaimed by press 
and people as the wisest statesman and the truest 
friend of liberty. 

GENERAL ROSECRANS’S RESPONSE. 

Tho address of welcome was responded to by 
General W.S. Rosecrans. General Rosecrans 
was visibly affected over the eloquent and pat- 
riotic language of Governor Gordon, and spoke 
feelingly of the grand sight the scene pre- 
sented. Old confeuerate and federal soldiers 
were sitting side by side engaged in pleasant, 
friendly converse, and he prayed that the day 
would soon come when tle last vestige of feel- 
ing over the war would be eradicated. He be- 
lieved that this scene was an augury of the 
glorious success of the project to make 
the Chicamauga battlefield a national park to 
mark the greatest battle of the civil war. 
Closing he said: 

Now, fellow ¢itizens, I am sorry thatI ain not 
mbie to fittingly express the fcelings I have cn this 
occasion, nor to give speech to the kind thoughts 
that come to my mind as I stand here. Iam surel 
have not words, neitzer have I the voice to appro- 
priately do so, but I bope ayd pray that the future 
Nay sce the eminent success of our fraternal under- 
laking.

41:15.

General Gordon, who had come up from Rome. 
General Rosecrans did not arrive until 12 
o'clock. The two commanders’ met in the 
house of Captain Les, where General Gordon 
has been visiting. 

“After their greetings were over they rode on 
horseback to the tents and there a picture of 
the scene was taken. Generals Gordon ard 
Rosecrans stood together, surrounded by tlie 
commitice and a number of prominent 
Officers. After the picture was taken 
they mounted again and’ rode to the 
spot where the ‘platform was erected. 

“This was sitnated in a beaatiful vailey, 
surrounded by hills, which gave the people a 
splendideview of all the proceedings. The 
Georgia house delegates were given excellent 
seats on tho platform. General Gordon made 
asplendid speech and General Rosecrans re- 
plied. Ue is no orator, but his remarks were 
timely. As soon as the speaking was over, the 
soldiers nade a rush to shake hands with the 
two generals. 

“General Rosecrans looked ruddy and good 
hamored. He seemed delighted to meet all 
the old soldiers, both gray and blue. A long 
wait ensvned while dinner was being prepared, 
and when at last it was ready the who!e crowd, 
numbering between eight and ten thousand 
people, made an old-fashioned charge on the 
tables. 
“There was some delay getting back to 
Chattanooga. The first train met with an ac~ 
cident. Representatives Vesey, Whittaker, 
Tatum and Mobely were on board, but they 
escaped Injury. It took us three hours 
to get back to Chattanooga. Representative 
Turner created some »musement by stopping 
every one on the strcet and asking for the 
Sixth Illinois. We ali supposed he wanted to 
renew old reminiscences with the men he had 
fought against, until some one asked him if 
that was his reason. ‘Not much,’ replied 
Colonel Turner. ‘Some captain of that regi¢ 
ment stole my watch when he had me prisoner, 
and I’m afterhim.’ Find him? No, I don’t 
think he did. Butwe all had a good time, 
and are glad we went.’’ 


THE CURRENT FAILED. 
An Accident on the Electric Railroad on Mis- 
sion Ridge. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., September 20.—An 
accident occurred this morning on the electric 
railroad running from the fvot to the top of 
Mission Ridge. The car had nearly reached 
the top of the very steep track, when the elec- 
tric current failed, and the car started down 
the mountain at great speed. Tho motor man 
tried to stop the ear with the brakes, but fail- 
ing in this, the conductor shouted to the pas- 
sengers to jump from the car. The car con- 
tained fifty people, all of whom were visitors 
to the reunion of the Army of the Cumberland, 
one-half of the party being ladies. Thon there 
was

and the panic seizing all on board, they began 
leaping rapidly from the moving car down the 
mountain side. Five or six persons remained 
on the car with the conductor, and the motor 
man and all were uninjured, as when the load 
was partially removed from the car it stopped 
before reaching the foot of the ridge. Mrs. 
Mary Adams, of Casey, Illinois, wife of the 
express agent in that city, in jumping from 
the car struck one of the poles carrying the 
electric wires, and was thrown in front of the 
car aud struck on the head and thrown to the 
side of the track, suffering injuries from which 
she died this afternoon. Wm. Minford, of 
Casey, Lils..in jumping from thecar struck in 
a mass of barbed wire and was badly cut, 
ONE EYE BRING TORN OUT. 

Captain Owen Wiley, of Casey, Ill., was 
badly hurt on the head, and it is feared he is 
injured internally. Mrs. Abram Hollings- 
worth, of Thornton. Ind., was badly burt on 
the head and about the body, not fatally. I. 
S. Clarke, of Owensvillo, Ind., was injured, 
but not seriously. A. P. DeBruler, of Vincen- 
nes, Ind., and wife were on the car, Mrs. De- 
Bruler escaping with only a scratch, and Mr. 
DeBruler being considerably bruised about the 
arms and legs and his head badly cut. Mirs. 
A. C. Addison, of Casey, Ill., was painfully 
bruised about the head and shoulders, but not 
seriously hurt. M. J. Carthill,of Princeton,Ind., 
had his right shoulder dislocated, and it is 
feared received internal injuries. Mrs. D. B. 
Massey shoulder dislocated and ankle sprained, 
Mrs. Sturdevant, of Casey, Ili., sustaiied in- 
juries about the head, but is net seriouslv hurt. 
None of the other passengers were seriously 
hurt, though all had more or less bruises and 
scratches. The affair cast a gloom overthe 
visitors in the city who did not attend the bar- 
becue at Chicamauga, and nearly all the in- 
jured left the city on the noon trains. The 
otiicers of the company rendered every possi- 
ble assistance to the injured and hada full 
corps of surgeons on the ground in fifteen min 
utes after the accident occurred.

They Decide to Meet at Topeka, Kansas, Next 
Year. 

CoLtumBus, Ohio, September 20.—The sov- 
ereign grand lodge of Odd Fellows decided to 
hold the next session in Topeka, Kansas, on 
the second Monday in September, 1890.

THE QUEBEC HORROK 


THE WORK OF EXCAVATING, THE 
VICTIMS GOING ON. 


TWELVE FEET UNDER THE GROUND 


The Scene of the Terrible Disaster Visited by 
Thousands of Pe»ple—-The Good Work 
Done by “B” Battery. 


Quebec, September 20.—The work of exca- 
vating at the scene of the landslide is stil! go- 
ing on. 

Among thoge who, it is alleged, are still mis- 
sing, and who are said to be beneath the ruins, 
are Mr. and Mrs. Charles Ailan, Mrs. Stevens, 
Mrs. Henry, Richard Mayburg and wife, Mrs. 
R. Lawson, KR. Kemp and family, Michael B. 
Leary and a namber of children. 

The loss sustained by the surviving victims 
of the disaster is very great. Some of the work- 
ingmen, who are deprived of their homes, lose 
all their furniture and other effects, even their 
summer earnings, and many are left penniless 
at the commencement of a Canadian winter. 
The injured have nearly all been removed to 
Hotel Dieu, where they will received all pos- 
sible care and attention. William Powers, 
wife and child were saved by men of “'B"’ bat- 
tery, who, aided by a detachment of the cav- 
alry school, effected quite a number of rescues. 
The members of the Black family were buried 
alive 

TWELVE FEET BELOW THE SURFACE 
of the debris. On being asked if they were 
safe Mrs. Black answered: ‘My husband ia 
killed atthe door. The rest are safe, but we 
are suffering from wounds and bruises on our 
limbs.”’ 2 

Shortly after Mrs. Mary Caldwell, a niece of 
Black, was extricated from Black’s house. 
Her limbs were so stiff from inaction that the 
least touch on them caused intense pain. The 
next person taken out was Thomas Berrigan, 
whose wife was taken out of the ruins dead. 
He was so disfigured that his friends could 
hardly recognize him. He was taken tothe 
Hotel Dieu hospital, muttering a prayer of 
thanks for his miraculous escape. The next 
to follow was an eight-year-old boy, also 
named Berrigan. His left leg was crushed to 
jelly. Then came Mrs. Black. Her bosom, 
neck and face were dreadfully swollen. 

THE SCENE OF THE DISASTER. 

The scene of the terrible disaster was visited 
by thousands who blocked up the streets and 
made it a difficult task for any one to move in 
any direction. There being but one narrow 
street between the rock and the river, there is 
n complete stoppage of traffic except by climb- 
ing over debris. A large force of men are en- 
gaged in the work of searching the ruins. 
The shipping office in the dominion govern- 
ment building has been turned into a tempo- 
rary morgue, and over twenty bodies are lying 
init. It is difficult to identify some of the 
bodies, somuch have they been disfigured 
and crushed. Several of the persons reportéd 
missing have turned up, but it is thought that 
there will be ten or more victims to be added to 
the list. 


made up as yet, as they were removed to dif- 
ferent hospitals and to friends’ houses as soon 
as.they were taken from the ruins. The city 
council are holding a special meeting to con- 
sider wyat course of action will be best to com- 
plete the work of recovering the remaining 
dead. 
ANOTHER SLIDE FEARED. 

It is feared that a large part of the rock ad- 
joining the site of the slide will come’down, 
as large crevices bave appeared, and rain is 
still falling and may repeat operations which 
caused last night’s disaster. 

People are moving out of the threatened 
honses. There has been no lack of volunteers 
for work at the ruins, but their is lack of in- 
telligent directions, as there is no person in 
authority. — 

RELIEVING THE HOMELESS. 

Citizens are sending in money to rejieve any 
immediate distress among the homeless women 
and children. The mass of earth aud rock 
moved is, roughly speaking, about 600 feet 
frontage, by eighty feet in depth. Some of the 
masses of fallen rock must weigh nearly twen- 
ty tons, and there are so many huge blocks 
that it makes the work of clearing it 
very difficult. The working _ parties 
this afternoon are better organized 
and equipped and are making 
more headway. The site of the present land- 
slide is aimost identical with that of one which 
occurred in 1841, when eight buildings were 
crushed and thirty-two persons were killed. 
The houses destroyed last night all stood on 
the other side of the roadway, and were not 
thought to be in danger, but the immense mass 
ofrock swept clear across the roadway and 
over the brick buiidings, demolishing them as 
if they were made of cardboard. 

THE HORRORS OF THIS DREADFUL DAY 

are still succeeding each other. While the 
workers are busy cleaning away the debris of 
the builidngs, faint groans were heard at in- 
tervals from under the huge pile of rocks. The 
efforts of volunteers were concentrated to that 
point, and after three hours of hard work, the 
bleeding body of Joe Kemp was extricated 
faom the mass ofrock. The poor man is in 
a most pitiable condition, Both legs are 
broken at the knees, the left arm is fractured 
above the elbow, and several ribs are frac- 
tured. He cannot live many hours. Two 
hours later his wife’s body was taken out of 
the wreck. Her head was alinost severed frou: 
her body. Further away another hideous 
spectacle was offered to Bight.. The corpse of 
a young woman Mrs. T'auson, who had been 
admired in her lifetime for her beanty. Her 
body had been erushed almost flat, her sabdo- 
men had been ripped open and her entrails 
were scattered abour. Shortly after viewing her 
remains,her husband became a raving maniac. 
It is doubtful if he will recover his reason. A 
man named Michael Bradley, who had gone 
almost crazy when told that all his family had 
perished in the landslide, discovered, while 
working over the wreck of his house, his 

FIVE-YEAR-OLD DAUGHTER STILL ALIVE, 
His joy was indescribable. It is thought the 
child will live. Uptothis time the number 
of corpses found is twenty-five, and the num- 
ber of wounded eighteen. The city is thronged 
with strangers, coming from all the Quebec 
district to witness the effects of the terrible 
avalanche. 

At a meeting ‘of the city council tonight, a 
resolution was adopied voting $5,000 towards 
the relief of the sufferers by last night's dis- 
aster. A report was read frum Engineer 
Baillairge, showing that he had warned the 
provincial government years ago of the dan- 
ger of the rock at the place where the accident 
occurred. ; 

THE FUNERALS OF THE KILLED. 

Preparations are being made for the funerals 
of the killed, who will be buried at the joint 
expense of the citizens and the iocal govern- 
ment. Among those buried by rocks area 
young couple named Nolan, who were married 
afew weeks ago. Nolan could have escaped, 
but he tost his life in trying to get his wife out 
of the house. It is thought that the king’s 
Bastian on the citadel will have to be removed, 
as it is now near the edge of the rock with un- 
safe crevices in front of it. As a precautionary 
measure all communication with the Bastian 
has been cut off, and the morning and evening 
guns will no longer be fired from it. Aout 
20,000 persons have visited the scene of the 
disaster during the day, Thousands crowded 
into the morgue, and seized every point insidé 
and outside the building, where a glimpse 
could be had of the bodies of the victims. 
Many women who obtained an entrance had to 
be remoyed in a_ fainting condition, the 
mangled bodies being a sight to try the nerves 
of the strosigest men. It ‘has been decided to 
use small charges of powder to break up the 
huge boulders covering the roadway, as it is 
certain that there ean be nothing living be- 
neath them.

The Steamer City of Detroit. Has a Roagh 
Night on Lake Erie. 

Dezroir, September 20.—The steamer City 
of Detroit arrived from Cleveland this morn 
ing, after a very rough experience. Nosooner 
bad the boat left Cleveland last night, than 
she was struck on the port side by a monstrous 
wave, which fairly lifted her eut of the water. 
As the vessel proceeded the lake became 
rougher, and by midnight she was laboring 
heavily and badly strained. The paddle box 
bulkheads. were sprung a good deal; and a leak 
was discovered in their vicinity. When this 
information came to the passengers, of whom 
there were about seven hundred, they became

A TERRIBLE PANIC ENSUED. 

Water was forced into the boat at every rev- 
olution of the wheels, and rose rapidly. In 
the after saloon, on the main deck, the ofticer’s 
apartments were also soon flooded, as well as 
the ladies saioon. The water rose inch by 
inch until it was fully six and a half feet high 
in the cabins: During this terrible situation 
the passengers were clustered in the saloon all 
prepared for the worst. One man whose name 
could not be ascertained rushed up and down 
“We are lost, the boat is 
sinking.” This, of course, added greatly to 
the confusion, and made the already terrified 
passengers very difficult to manage. The 
male passengers seemed to be more frightened 
than the women. The officers of the boat ad- 
mit it wasas rough a night as they want to 
see. The appearance of the boat this morning 
shows what she has passed through. The 
cabins are still flooded. A gang of men are at 
work putting in new bulkheads and repairing 
other damage. 

THE VESSEL SUNK. 
The Schooner Cotter Meets 2 Disastrous 
Fate 

RockiAnD, Me., September 20.—- Yesterday, 
in a gaie seventy miles southeast of Martinus, 
the schooner Aroostock, of Gloucester, Captain 
Bradford, passed the St. John schooner, G. L. 
Cotter, captain, Charles Durant, lumber laden 
and in bad condition, The Cotter had no sig- 
nals set when first discovered, but after pro- 
ceeding two miles the Aroostock 
was signalled, and bore down for 
the wreck. Captain Bradford and 
George S. Colston started for the Cotter which 
capsized and righted again before they reached 
her. They succeeded in getting fonr men from 
the rigging, Jos. Smith, mate; Jos. Chaplier, 
James Fagan and John Hanson. The Cotter 
has been leaking two days with pumps work- 
ing badly, but Captain Durant refused to set 
the signals or allow the deck loadtobe cast 
away, feeling confident that he could manage 
the vessel. His wife was locked in the cabin, 
and just before the Cotter capsized the men 
had smashed the door in and released her. 
When the vessel keeled, the captain and his 
wife were washed away with the deck load. 
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Three Mure of the Bodies Found. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, September 20,—The 
body of Irving D. Lawler, of Lorraine, Ohio, 
one ot the owners of the naptha yacht “Leo,” 
which exploded on Lake Erie during the storm 
Sunday night, was picked up by a tug early 
this morning about a mile from this harbor. 
The bodies of two more victims were picked 
up late this afternoon. The remains were 
identified as those of Captain Sam Root, mas- 
ter of the yacht, and Engineer Dixon. loot 
lived in Lorraine, and the engineer was from 
Detroit.

THE HALF- BREEDS WARNED 


When the bulkheads 
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That the Cherokee Nation May Not Be Wil- 
ling to Admit Them, 

WASHINGTON, September 20.—The attention 
of the acting commissioner of Indian affairs 
was today called to the press reports that a 
large number of half-breed Cherokee Indians, 
in the state of Georgia, are making prepara- 
tions to emigrate to the Cherokee nation in the 
Indian territory. The acting commissioner 
makes. the following statements in regard 
thereto: 

Under the decision of the United States 
supreme court in the caseof the eastern band 
of Cherokee Indians against the United States 
and the Cherokee nation commonly  calied 
“Cherokee Nation West,’ the authorities of 
the Cherokee nation alone have the right to 
admit or readmit persons of Cherokee blood to 
citizenship in that nation. 

Parties claiming rights of citizenship in tho 
Cherokee nation by blood would be warned 
against incurring the expense of remoaing to 
said nation before their claims are allowed by 
the proper Cherokee authorities. Any one 
claiming citizenship who enters the Cherokee 
nation, and makes improvements there be- 
fore he is regularly admitted to be a Cherokee 
citizen, will do so affiis own risk, and be liable 
upon complaint to removal as an intruder.

| EEAVE THE SOUTH. 


APPEAL OF THE COLORED BAPTISTS 
: TO THEIR BRETHREN. 


WILL ASK CONGRESS FOR $50,000,000 


In Order to Aid the Colored People ina 
Wholesale Emigration to Some Other 
Country—The Speeches Made. 


From the 8t. Louis Globe- D smocrat. , 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., September 18.—Th 
flame of wrath that flashed forth last week in 
the national convention of colored Baptists 
condemning the ontrages committed through 
the south against their race took another form 
yesterday afternoon, more singular and sensa- 
tional than in its first expression. There is no 
question but the 200 or more ministers who for 
a week have been in session at the Second 
baptist church, are the best representatives o 
the colored race that ever met in this city, 
equal to any that ever metinthe north; men 
of strength and learning and pronounced lead- 
ers among their people. men with the courage 
of their convictions, and with eloquent voice 
to give them to the world. The committee on 
resolutions had reported a resolution presented 
by Rev. H. N. Bovey, of Springfield, Mo., and 
it was again before the convention, this time 
approved by the committee. Dr. Brawley, 
chairman of the committee, read the paper, 
which following the usual preamble, was as 

follows: 

Whereas, Our political leaders are few, and cven 
those we have cannot reach the people; therefore, 
it becomes our duty to speak out upon all questions 
that affect our people, socially and economically, 
as well as religiously; and, 

Whereas, God bas alwaysin all ages instructed 
and ruled the people through His own chosen and 
called men; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That this convention believes that it is 
to the truest interests ofour people to accept the 
Horace Greeley doctrine of “Young men, go west,” 
where they may obtain a recognition and grow up 
with the country. 

AZesolved, That poor and oppressed people have 
always mizrated westward, where they could get 
lands in new countries, and thus grow: up with 
them and become the great men of those uew com- 
munities. 

Resolved, That we ask the president of the 
United States to recommend to the United States 
congress an appropriation of $50,000,C00 to aid the 
colored people to leave the south. 

RESOLUTIONS INDORSED. 

The applause that followed the reading of 
the resolution was deafening, and the excite™ 
ment was intense. A dozen men were on the 
floor seeking to get the recognition of the pre- 
siding ofticer, It was obtained by Rev. Wal- 
ter H. Brooks, of Washington, D. C. 

‘‘T am heartily in favor of these resolutions,”’ 
he began, the tone of his voice thrilling the 
now intently listening delegates. 

“Most of the representative men of our 
race—men who have given character, pur- 

ose and influence to our people—men like 

ruce, Lynch, Douglass-—are men who have 
been born in the south, left it—left it to 
secure northern ideas, and then to go back to 
the land of their nativity to labor. What is 
true ofsuch men as Douglass, Langston, Bruce 
and Lynch is in a great measure true of many 
men who are in this house today representing 
yourchurches, They are men who have been 
brought in contact with northern ideas and 
northern spirit. [Appiause | They have either 
left their homes and gone to northern colleges, 
waiked northern soil, breathed northern air, 
caught the northern spirit and 
gone back to their homes, as 
northern men and women, with 
the spirit of liberty and freedom, and who have 
taken that spirit to the institutions they have 
planted in the south. [Applause and cries of 
‘Thank God.’’] This race will never be any- 
thing until a new soul is put into it. [Long 
continued applause and cries of ‘‘Amem.’’} 
You can not do better than take your luggage 
and move westward. I have seen men and 
women on shipboard coming across the At- 
lantic to this country packed together like sar- 
dines—not black people, but white—and they 
came here seeking forthe privileges that make 
men great. But the negro sticks tu his master’s 
hut and suffers himself to de shot down like 
adog. The great west has been getting its 
miliions from abroad, while we linger at the 
old plantation. I tell you, unless you own 
land in this country you will suffer as a ~puor 
and degraded people always suffer, whether 
white or black. [App'ause and shouts of 
“That's so.”’] I have seen in Scotland and 
England girls by the score clothed in rags and 
without shoes upon their feet, and the white 
wor in England are as debased as the*poor 

lacks in this country. That is the reason 
that foreigners come to this land, and why 
should we sit still ? 

A FERVENT APPEAL, 

Let us go out from the old tothe new, and 
when the weeds begin to grow about the de- 
serted huts and over the fields, these white 
men who have wronged us, who have beaten 
and even murdered us, will know their loss. 
[Applause.}] Inthe nameofi God let us go. 

etus thin out the south, We have been mi- 
grating some. There are churches all over 
the land the members of which have come 
out of that cruel land. If I had-my 
choice, I would send every child of mine out 
of the country to one where they could stand 
on an equality with any man. Itis no offense 
to be black. i tell vou it is getting to be that 
that intellect the great God of glory has placed 
in us cannot be kept down. We 4re going. 
Let us ask congress forthisin earnest and 1 
believe the money will be forthcoming. There 
would be thowsands of black men who would 
take up their homes in the west and leave the 
ungrateful south.” -[Applause. | 

Bey. Dr. Simmons, of Louisville. 
following telegram trom Atlanta: 

‘Senator Gibbs, in favoring the bill to re 
peal the tax on emigrant agents, ahd thereby 
increase the exodus of the negroes from the 
state, made aspeech, the like of which has 
not been heard in the Georgia senate for a 
longmgime. He donounced the negro as useless, 
worthless and barbarious, and cited Liberty 
county, with its recent heathen worshipers of 
false Christs, to prove what he said. He was 
in favor of helping all the negroes to leave, no 
matter whether they are good laborers or not. 
H[e considered. that freedom had de- 
stroyed the negro’s’ usefulness. Not- 
withstanding the immense increase. of 
negroes since the war, production in Georgia 
had fallen off nearly half. He considered it 
necessary to get rid of them. The lives of 
southern womeh were actualy circumscribed 
and bound in for fear of outrage at their 
hands, and unless something could be done to 
relieve the strain which owed its existence to 
the presence of these wretches, the time would 
come, and that before long, when the white 
people of the state would rise as one man and 
demand emigrajzion or extermination. The 
bill was only defeated by the vote of President 
duBignon. 

RIGHTEOUS INDIGNATION. 

“And that,’ exclaimed the doctor, indg- 
nantly, ‘‘got a tie vote in the Georgia senate, 
and it required the vote of the lieutenant-gov- 
ernor, who was in the chair, to keep the reso- 
lution from passing.

Le 
us enter the forests and build our own homes’ 
and travel upon trains without being beaten 
orshot in cold blood.’” [Cries of ‘‘Amen, 
amen.’’] 

WHAT MR. MORRIS SAID. 
_ Rev. Morris, of Louisville, said: ‘The negro 
is said to,be imitative. He will not be. im- 
proved by imitating the civilization of the 
whites in the @outh. Let him come north; 
where the civilization is betfer and grander. 
What kind of a character can he form whén-+ 
brought into contact with the civilization ef 
the south as itis today? Let us take the civ- 
lizatien that came with the Maytlower—of 
those pedple who, when they first landed upon 
these shores, sang: ‘Glory to God in fhe high- 
est: peace on earth, good will to men.” [Ap- 
plause. } 

‘I believe it is wise to scatter the negro all 
over the country, so that he may have the 
Same advantages he has found in this state. 
Tell me, you brethren who came up from the 
south, did not the air seem freer and the sun-* 
Shine better ?”’ 

Several other speeches were made in favor 
of the resolutions, and only two against them, 
and they were passef unanimously, and with 
@ whirl. Other resolutions were adopted 
thanking the president of the Georgia senate 
for his vote in defense of the colored people of 
Georgia, and asking him to join the conven- 
tion in petitioning congress for an appropria- 
tion to assist in the proposed exodus; also, ask- 
ing the president when making up his next 
oe a ong ey of national thanksgiving, to em- 

ody in it the idea of special prayer to God 
that lawlessness and crime, to the detriment 
of the colored people and the fame of the en- 
tire country, may shortly forever cease. 

The folowing letter was read, being receiyed 
with much pleasure:

Who is Imposing on the Credulity of the 
Colored People of Morgan County—The 
Victims of His Impositiag Shield Him. 

Manison, Ga., September 20.—[{Special.]—A 
writer in the Advertiser says that the north- 
eastern part of Morgan county is terribly ex- 
cited over the machinations and conjuxations 
of a voodoo, who made his appearance among 
them abouta month ago. He claims several 
names. Among these appellations are Dr. 
Alen and Dr. Bo Rabbit. As all like impos- 
tors, he claims wonderful powers, and has not 
failed to draw a large secret following of the 
negroes for miles around, or has he lacked for 
subjects on whom to practice his wonderful 
conjurations. He has an assistant, whom he 
ealls his clerk, tohelp him carry his valises 
that contain his roots, medicines, dancing 
jacks and drawing jacks, They are never seen 
by anyone in the daytime, and he practices his 
devilish tricks under the cover of night. His 
presence and practice, 

. HAS BEEN KEPT A PROFOUND SECRET 
from the whites untila few days ago, when 
the excitement among the negroes reached 
sucha pitch thata little of the news leaked 
out. 

Among his patients, or rather his dupes, is 
awomanonthe placeof Mr. J. J. Sturgis, 
another on Mr.J.W. Stoval’s chalk level place, 
two men on Mrs. Head’s place, one on the 
place of Mrs. Harris and another on Mrs. I. 
W. Reese’s place and,no telling how many 
others. Besides his regular practice, he has 
a quantity of tricks to sell and is quite success- 
ful in bringing in the scads, especially among 
the young negro men. He has for sale a 
quantity ofthe well known “rabbit foot,’’ 
with alittle bag attachment, containing his 
secret conjurations. Forthese he gets from 
$2.50 to $5.00. -He also hasa supply of small 
horse shoe magnets, which he calls his draw- 
ing jacks. These, like the rabbit root, he ex- 
hibits and tells them as they draw metal, such 
as knite blades, needles and the like, they will 

DRAW WOMEN TO THEM, 
draw money from their employer or even from 
another man’s pocket. These drawing-jacks 
and rabbit foots will do anything and every- 
thing; keep them from ever being tricked, and 
to the owner of one good luck will forever 
afterwards be with him. His regular patients, 
of course, have all been tricked, and as they 
gain strength and health under his practice, 
the one who tricked them will go down. 

About the time Dr. Alen or Dr. Bo Rabbit 

made his appearance in this part of the coun- 

try,anmegro woman living in a shanty on 

Colonel Albert Cox’s place, and in a half mile 

of a negro Baptist church, died. She was sick 

for along while, perhaps more than a year, 
and was said to have been tricked by another 
man’s wife. This gave the doctor a good 

“send off,’’ and hesoon had several patients on 

whom to begin his practice. He is said tobe 

very vulgar with an oath to nearly every utter- 
ance. When he begins his practice on a pa- 
tient, he gets a pot and fills it with water and 
roots and puts it on the fire to beil. 

WHILE THE WATER BOILS 

he gets out in the floor and shakes himself and 

gays, ‘‘I’ma buzzard, I’m acrow, I’m a eagle, 

I’m a king-fisher,’’ then goes over a Jot of un- 

intelligible incantations. He then makes the 

patient look into the pot of boiling water until 
he can see the one who tricked him. The 
patient, especially if a man with a portly wife, 
is visited frequently at night. The pot with 
roots and mediciue is boiled, and the patient 

ust undergo a thoiough rubbing with the 
contents of the pot, while the doctor, doing the 
rubbing, goes over his incantations. The pa- 
tient then must needs be left alone for a time, 
and to leave him perfectly quiet, the doctor 
and sick man’s wife takes a walk in the stilly 
hush of the mght. This doctor and his assis- 
tant never Jacks for something to eat, nor do 
they fail to fleece their deluded subjects. 

If their patient is too poor to ante up, the hat 

is passed around and, of course, itis too dan- 

gerous to incur the displeasure of this wonder- 
ful magician. 

This wily imvoster is doing a great deal 
ofharm. The negroesin that part of the 
county are 

NOT MORE SUPERSTITIOUS 
than in other places. As soon as Dr. Bo Rab- 
bit is spotted he will migrate to parts unknown 
and to fields where he can secretly carry on 
his humbuggery and stir up the negroes to just 
such a pitch of excitement as they are in about 
here just now, and such strife and ill feeling 
between the tricked and alleged tricksters, 
together with his devilish teaching, will cer- 
tainly be an injury to the negroes and résult 
in no good for the whites. There is no doubt 
but that supérstitious confidence in just such 
tricks as the aforesaid rabbit-foot mel drawing- 
jack has been the cause of many lynchings in 
the south in the last few years. There is no 
tellmg the harm that has been done by just 


such secret tricksters.

FUENISHES THE CAUSE FOR A WIL- 
FUL MURDER. 


Robert Morris Declared to be Guilty fof a 
Wilfal Marder in the Slaying of Ben. F. 
Willis—The Story of the Tragedy. 

Homer, Ga., September 20.—[{Special.|—A 
jury of inquest was summoned to meet at the 
residence of R. N. Emmett Wednesday .morn- 


-ing at ten'o’clock to inquire into the killing 


of Benjamin F. Willis, which took place 
near Homer on Tuesday night. Aftera,. full 
investigation of the case the jury returned a 
virdict of wilful murder, at the hapds of 
Robert Morris. The circumstances of the 
tragedy ars as follows: — 

‘THE CRIME. 

On Tuesday Morris and Willis attended su- 
perior court together. They were neighbor 
boys together and had always been friendly. 
During the afternoon they both imbibed pretty 
freely of moonshine liquor and started home 


‘after dark in company with James Willis, a 


brother of the deceased, Charlie Wilson, John 
Crenshaw, John Morris, a brother of the mur- 
derer, and one or two other young men. About 
a mile from town they became involved in a 
dispute about, the speed ofa mule. But little 
attention was paid to the dispute, as it seewis 
the rest of the party did not think they were 
very mad. They both got down from off their 
mules and commenced a fisticuff fight, but 
were soon separated by their friends. The two 
combatants were separated some distance from 
each other. and in about ten minutes Morris 
approached Willis, and without saying a word 
drew a pistol aud 
FIRED THREE TIMES, 
the first shot taking effect, and producing al- 
most instant death. Willis sank down, and 
said: ‘‘Boys, he has,killed me.”’ Others of the 
party then attempted to approach Morris, but 
he stood them off with his pistol, and again 
mounted his mule and rode oif, leeving his 
victim 
LYING DEAD UPON THE GROUND. 

Crenshaw and Wilson then ran upto Mr. 
Emmett’s house and informed him of the kiil- 
ing. He immediately proceded to the spot, 
and came on into town for assistance. Judge 
Hutchins -directed Mr. Emmett totake the 
body to his house, and notify the coroner. Dr. 
Lockhart was sent for, and made a postmorvem 
examination. The ball entered the body near 
the left nipple, passed through a rib, through 
the heart, lungs and liver and lodged on the 
right side under the ninth rib, when it was 
cut out, by the doctor. The bali wasa No. 38 
conical pistol ball and was but little bruised in 
its passage through the body. 

It was thought by some of the witnesses that 
John Morris furnished his brother the pistol 
just after the first difficulty and was 

ACCESSORY TO THE MURDER. 
But the jury did not so find. John 
stated after the _ killing that 
snatched the pistol - from his pocket. 
One of the witnesses testified however 
that the two Morris boys after the first 
difficulty, stepped out of the road and heid a 
conversation, and were out there some ten 
minutes. Robert Morris certainly acted very 
deliberately, and 

KILLED HIS MAN 
without saying a word. At the time of the 
firing he was standing iminediately in front of 
Willis and not more than two or three paces 
distant from him. Hehad been engaged in 
several bad scraps aud was considered a 
VERY DANGEROUS MAN. 

The afiair has created a great deal of excite- 
ment among the people. Willis was unarmed. 
Two old pocket knives were found upon his 
body, one an old rusty barlow and the other 
some larger, but of no account as a weapon. 
They were both shut up in his pants pocket. 
Morris has escaped.

AN EDITOR AND A POLICEMAN 


Havea Bout, in Which the Editor Gets the 
Best of It. 

West Pornt, Ga., September 20.— Special. }

editor of the Sun, Mr. 8S. M. Richards, being 
attacked by Lafayette’s marshal, J.T. Wilker- 
sop. The cause of the attack was that the 
Sun denounced Wilkerson several weeks ago 
for unmercifully beating a crippled white man 
whom he had under arrest at the time of the 
beating. The grand jury just adjourned in- 
dicted Wilkerson for whipping the man, and 
it seems that this made him more angry with 
Richards, so Thursday, Wilkerson atacked 
him while he was wrfting in Messrs. Dullin & 
Co’s. store. The witnesses say thatif Rich- 
ards had been given two minutes longer he 
would hage ‘‘done up’”’ the marshal in regular 
Sullivan style, notwithstanding the marshal 
had all the advantage when the attack was 
made, as he had his club and is a much larger 
man than Richards is. Richards used a cedar 
pencil to good advantage, as he struck the 
marshal ovel the left eye, knocking him down, 
and making a gash like a knife wound. 
Friends separated them before vither was 
badly hurt, and there the matter stands.

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WEST POINTS WAY 


ACCORDING TO THE REPORTSIN THE 
UCAL PAPER. ? 


Gambling Hells in Full Tilt, and Blind Tigers 
* ip Full Possession—Some Lively Reading 
—Other News. ; 


West Point, according to the Press, must be 
a lively place in which to live.. The Western 
Union Colored Baptist association is in session 
there. As West Point is a dry town, it would 
seem that there is harmony in the surround- 
ings, but the Press announces: ; 
A petition, signed by many of our citizens, ha 
been presented to the proprietors of blind tigers, 
asking them to close their places of business during 
the days of tiie colored, association which assem- 
ted in this city yesterday to remain in session 
three days. This petition “points a moral and 
adurnos a tale” often told, that the blind tiger men 
are not subject to answer to our city government. 
The town is at their mercy, and ali that can be done 
is to ask the law!iees to be law-abiding _ for a few 
days while thousands of colored people are assem- 
bled in our city. In view of the fact that the re- 
quest embodied in the petition has never been 
made before, and perhaps will not again, except 
under similar circumstances, we trust that the 
growl of the tiger will not be heard in our town 
while our ‘brothers in black”’ are here assembled. 
In another column, the Press gives the 
names right out in meeting, and thus proceeds; 
Passing down Gilmer street on last Friday 
morning we meta young gentleman who said, 
come -up stairs, I have something to 
show you. We followed him 
the ofiice of BM Be Re 
“Well, what is it?” we asked. ‘‘Look across 
the street at that second window upstairs and 
see.””’ We looked and there with windows 
wide open, with not even a curtain to shut out 
the shame from decent eyes, we saw—shall we 
say it? Yes, we are witing cold facts! Three 
men sat at a small table engaged in a game of 
cards. One was a white man—the other two 
were negroes. Scarcely belioving what we 
saw, we stepped down upon the street 
and told one of our prominent business 
men what we saw and asked him to go and see 
if our eyesight had served us correctly. He 
went, and when he returned he said: ‘You 
saw correctly. J. W. Bradley and Shep 
Towles and a negro I do not recognize are 
playing cards together.’’ The young man who 
Jed us to see this suameful sight in this land of 
American freedoin saw the game when it 
started or soon after, three-quarters of an hour 
before, and both he and another referred to 
above—a reliable 
take the stand and testify to every line above 
written. These are the cold facts.. Is com- 
ment necessary? If it was we would say that 
there are scarcely words in our vecabulary to 
express the disgust that a decent man feels for 
a White man; in this white man’s government, 
who isso lost :to self-respect as tc enter and 
engage ina game of cards with negroes. We 
do not know that there was money on tlie 


game; but it is not supposable that a wiiio) 
man, be he ever so depraved, would sii down’ 


with negroes to plav cards just for the sociabil- 
ity of the thing. Nor is this all. 
been told by truthful men that other white 
men in West Point are accustomed to playing 
cards with negroes. 

Again the Press returus tothe charge, and 
tells the following interesting story: 

On last Saturday night the town was stirred 
up ata lively rate by two young men wholave 
already been on record at police court. ‘je 
beginning of the trouble, it seems, was af the 
opera house, where, by some means, Will ispps 
and Jack Burge were locked upin-the gal- 
lery. This caused them to become indignant. 
A chair was first thrown down into the opera 
house, anda few minutes later the gallery 
door was broken down. Most of the crowd 
was goneexcept the opera house force, the 
show pcople and one or two who were slow to 
go duwn. Aftertkhe door was broken down 
the marshal was sent for, and a scufile took 
place between the oficial and Jack Burge. 
Aiter a short scuffle Burge madea rush for the 
side door. Jolin Floyd, the candy man, who 
had been summoned to assist the marshal, 
went in pursuit, anda lively race toward the 
Aiabama line was inorder. Floyd continued 
io gain on. the fleeing prisoner until almost 
near enough to reach him, when ‘‘bang,’’ went 
a pistol, and Floyd stopped. Whether the 
shot was fired at Fioyd we do not know, but 
we do know that the shot was tired within the 
city limits, and that for hours afterward the 
sound of the pistol was heard within and near 
the city limits, and that it could have been 
stopped had proper steps been taken to do so. 

The marshal, it seems, is powerless to act 
effectively, hence a vigilance committee 
should be formed and empowered with author- 
ity to do police duty, and by every means assist 
the marshal in enforcing the law.

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. THE BETTERMENTS. 
REPORT OF THE CONFERENCE CuM- 
MITTEE ON HALL RESOLUTIONS. 


The Day in the House Was Free From Any 
of the Exciting Scenes of the Day Before 
-~The Business Transacted. 


A conference committee between the house 
and senate submitted its report yesterday 
morning. : 

The senate and house had disagreed on the 

Hall resolutions. These resolutions touched 
on the Western and Atlantic betterment ques- 
tion. When they came to the house, a substi 
tute for the. senate resolutions was adopted. 
The senate declined to concur in the substi- 
tute, and asked for acommittee on conference. 
The house insisted on the substitute, but 
agreed to a committee on conference. 
_ The committee from the senate was B: W. 
Sanford, chairman; W. R. Little and Jobn I. 
Hall. From the house: W. R. Rankin, chair- 
man; Messrs. Howell, and Sims of Lincoln. 

Below are the resolutions agreed upon by 
the joint conference committee: 

Whereas, It is alleged by the persons who own or 
control the lease of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road that they have claims against the state of 
Georgia asthe lessees of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, and whereas the lessees express a wish to 
adjust and settle such claims, and whereas neither 
the validity of such claims nor the duty of the state 
to aliow thesame or make any settlement thereof 
is admitted; but 

Whereas, It can work po harm to receive from 
said lessees an authoritative statement of what 
they claim and how they propose to settle 
tbe same; and 

Whereas, It is important the legislature should 
know just what engines, cars and other personal 
property of the state the Western and Atlantic Rail- 
road company zeceived from the state, which it can 
and will return to the state at the end of the pres- 
ent lease, and a classification of the same, and what 
sertlement the lessees propose to make for suchken- 
gines, cars and other personal property, which can- 
not be returned at the end oi the present lease. 

First. Therefore be it resolved, Thata joint com. 
mittee consisting of five from the senate and nine 
from the bouse be appointed by the respective pre- 
siding officers of the two Houses to confer. with the 
lessees of the Western and Atlantic Railroad company 
and ascertain from said lessees what claims they 
make against the state as such iessees and the basis 
thereof ani bow and what manner do they a:k for 
a setilement of the same, 

Second. Be it resoived, That said committee con- 
fer with the lessees of the Western and Atlantic 
Railvoad companytand obtain from said lessees a 
statement of the number of engines, cars, and other 

ersonal properiy received by the@Vestern and At- 

antic Railroad company from the state, which said 
lessees can and will turn back to the state at the end 
of the present lease,and that said committee give in 
their report a full description of such eag’nt, cars, 
and other personal preety so far as can be, 

Third. Be it further resolved, That said commit-~ 
tee receive from said lessees and represent to the 
general assembly the offer they make to settle fur 
such engines, cars and other personal property of 
the state which cannot be returned to the state at 
the end of the present lease. 

Fourth. Be it resolved, That said committee has 
no authority to bind or appear to tind the legis- 
lature, but said committee is appointed for the 
purpose of eliciting all the facts Learing upon the 
subject herein above referred to and report the facts 
to the general assembly as soon as possible. 

In the house the resolution was temporarily 
tabled, and two hundred copies ordered 
printed. 


The Senate. 

Senator Massengale offered a joint resolu- 
tion tendering the use of the old capitol to the Con- 
federate Survivors’ association during the mouth of 
November for the purpose of holding a fair. The 
resolution was adopted, and immediately trans- 
mitted to the house. 


The bill to admit female students into the 
university of Georgia was made the special order 
for next Tuesday at 12 o'clock. 

On Senator Rice’s motion, the bill to tax railroads 
was made the special order for next Wednesday. 

The biilecame up as unfinished busincss from 
Thursday’s discussion, and when its friends saw 
there wasathin attendance, they did not wish to 
bring it up. 

Fenator Bartlett, secing the situation, protested 
against delay, saying it wasinconsistent with the 
former action of the senate in refusing to postpone 
action on the Brady biil, and the very senator who 
now made ihe motion to postpone, then opposed 
celay. 

Senator Hall frankly a'imitted that the senator 
might prevent the bill from being postponed if he 
could get enoagh votes, but being iu favor of the 
bill he wou'd yote for postponement though his 
action was not entirely based on that. 

The motion was carried ty twenty-four votes 
seowing that the bilt might have been passed on the

The Decay of New England. 
Frequently during the past few years a 
wail goes up from New England to the ef- 
fect that her hill towns have gone to decay 
and that her farms are deserted. ; 
We sympathize somewhat with the ery of 
distress that greets us from time to time in 


the New England newspapers, for it is in- 


deed a serious matter. When social decay 
‘and agricultural decay nod at each otber 
across a crumbling fence, it is time for the 
leading spirits of New England to take their 
eyes off the prosperous and prospering 
gouth for awhile, and turn their attention 
to their own affairs. 

Professor Charles Eliot Norton has set 
the example. In a recent address delivered 
at Ashfield; he alluded to the vast changes 
that bad taken place in New England—all 
of them changes for the worse and not for 
the better. Professor Norton proposed no 
remedy. He merely described the situation, 
and proceeded to discuss it from a moral 
and social standpoint. 

Such a discussion is necessarily very in- 
teresting, but there is nothing practical 
about it--nothing calculated to soothe the 
pride of those who have for years-been 
comparing the condition of the south with 
the thrift and prosperity of New England. 

Social decay, decline in population and 
deserted farms are not what one would ex- 
pect to find in New England after the high 


and mighty lectures that her organs of pub- 


lic opinjon have been delivering to the 
south, and it is no wonder that the situation 
casts a certain amount of gloom over the 
otherwise cheerful columns of our esteemed 
contemporaries. 

The Springfield Republican, always alert, 
called attention to thé matter several years 
ago, and Mr. Whiting made it the subject

In another 
township ( Bath) seventy-five thousand acres 
of farm lands bave been abandoned. Four- 
teen other towns report more than twenty- 
one thousand acres of farms on which all 
the buildings have been allowed to rot 
away. 

A more significant array of figures could 
scarcely be compiled. What is the matter 
with New England ? 


Brutal Human Nature. 


* A candidate in Cincinnati is roundly de- 
mounced in the newspapers because it is 
alleged that he went to see a prize fight.

It seems that some of the great- 
est and best men have have had a fondness 
for slugging matches. 

Charles Reade, wken he was at his best, 
witnessed the Heenan Sayers fight, and 
wrote the best description of it that ap- 
peared in print. Bulwer made it a point to 
see all the great ring contests of his.time. 
Roscoe Conkling loved a prize fight, and did 
not like to miss one. He was a skillful 
pugilist himself. When Garfield . was 
president the officers came very near catch- 
ing him among the spectators at a mill be- 
tween two sluggers. 

The fact that these men liked to see two 
stalwart fellows pounding each other until 
their ribs cracked and the blood flowed 
simply shows that there is a brutal side to 
human nature, and even in educated men 
and so-called Christians it gets uppermost 
when there is .a very slight provocation or 
temptation. 

It is very distressing to think about, asa 
matter of course,*but brutality is a positive 
factor of our civilization. The English- 
man with his love of bloodshed has 
made his drumbeat*tircle the globe. The 
American, with the same readiness to ap- 
peal to force to settle every problem, has 
nearly exterminated one race on this conti- 
nent, and holds another in its proper place. 

This is a mere statement of facts, and not 
adefense. The laws against prize fighting, 
assault and battery and other forms of vio-— 
Jence are nécessary and should be enforced, 


mature. Under the thin varnish of our 
civilization there is no end of that combat- 


- §veness whieh is universally admitted to be 


brutal, but this reprehensible instinct made 
usanation. It preserves our institutions, 
and through the fear it inspires maintains 
peace and order. The lawless elements of 
our population are not restrained by the 
milder influences of society.

THE COMANCHES COME SCATTERING 
WIERWHOOPS AND WAMPUM. 
: i scmaieinintiiniamenmeene Eee 
Scenes on the Streets and at the Grounds— 
Some of the Members of the Tribe—Out at 
Piedmont Park. 


Opens October 7.—No exposition ever 
offered so many and varied attractions as the 
coming Piedmont.—Closes November 2. 


Messrs. Allen & Ginter, the great tobacco- 
nists of Richmond, wil havea display at the 
exposition. Mr. Collins says: “The display 
of this firm at Buffalo was the handsomest 
exhibit Lever saw.” Mesers. Allen & Ginter 
telegraphed yesterday that they would surpass 
atthe Piedmont anything they had yet done. 

Mr. Joseph Thompson insists that over two 
hundred horses will be here to take part in 
the races and compete for the heavy purses, 

The Comanche warriors came into the city 
yesterday morning, and emptied. the wampum 
belts before leaving the trading post. 

But none of it went for fire water. 

No bleeding scalps hung from their belts as 
the braves moved noiselessly along the trail 
out Peachtree for their village, closely followed 
by their squaws, laden down with bundles and 
packages. 

During their stay in the city they attracted 
the attention of the gamin, scared carriage 
horses and dray mules, and occupied the en- 
tire sidewalk to the exclusion of ladies. They 
scattered all overthe city, separating at the 
artesian well, and in groups of a half dozen, 
moted about. 

Wherever an Igdian could be séen, a score 
of sinall boys, white and black, was found. 

Some came in to buy a blanket, some to pur- 
chase a handkerchief and some to get only a 
cheap brass ring. 

They all got what they wanted. 

But today there is a scarcity of bright, flashy 
red colors in Atlanta. 

An Indian is like a negro when he sees any- 
thing red—he will have it no matter how. 

Up and down Peachtree and Whitehall they 
moved, stopping in front of the windows, 
gazing in at the exhibit and occupying the en- 
tire sidewalk—all the time talking away in 
their unknown tongue. 

One crowd stopped in front of Stilson’s, the 
jeweler, and after admiring the display en 
tered thestore. They wanted something,but Mr. 
Stilson could not understand them and began 
making signs. The Indians stopped their 
tongues andcommenced using their hands, 
and for five minutes the biggest pantomime 
show ever seen in Atlanta wasin full swing. 
Finally Mr. Stilson concluded that the brave 
wanted a ring and produced a box—a string 
was tied to each ring however. But the ring 
was too bigh and no trade cou!d be made. 

Harry Hanlein, at Eiseman’s, talks Coman- 
che just about as well as he does Irish, and 
found no trouble trading with the tribe. Every 
red handkerchief, red_ scarf, red_ shirt 
and #red sock in the house was 
sold, and as the last box was 
emptied Mr, Hanlein remarked, in some un- 
known language—it may have been good Ger- 
man for all the Comanche knew: 

‘Call again tomorrow, for I’ll have another 
supply by telegraph tonight.”’ 

Rain-in-the-Face, the big fighter in the 
Custer massacre, entered Lester’s bookstore 
and wanted a copy of ‘Big Foot, the Indian 
Guide,’’ but refused to take it because it was 
not printed in red ink. 

Mo-cho, the small Indian, attracted a great 
deal of attention—more than any other mein- 
ber of the tribe—and was the only one who 

icked up any money. He is a bright-looking 

y, and many quarters were tossed him. 

Mo-cho’s name in English is, Born-with- 
a-full-head-of-hair. He nine years 
of age, and is one of the most 
expert riders in the tribe. He is never so 
happy as when upon ahorse. Some of his feats 
are wonderful. With a bow and arrow he ex- 
cels every one of the party now at 
the park. He has with him a sister 
two years hisjunior. and to her he is very 
much attached. When not at work the young 
warrior spends bis time with-her and always 
wetches over her. 

The two California bears with the show are 
known as Maggie May and Maggie Muidoon, 
They are both expert wrestlers, and _ besides 
wrestling with men they tackleeach other in 
regular Greco-Roman style. 

Dr. Sturm, the interperter, is a Tennessean. 
He has lived among the Comanches for the 
past thirty five years, and is held in great 
esteem by the members of the tribe, rarely 
having any trouble with them. During the 
year 1875, while the Comanches were on the 
war path, General Mackenzie who, at the 
time, was commandant at Fort Sill, selected 
the doctor to go on an important mission— 
namely, to go and try to make a treaty 
with Fa-na-pa-qua, at that time the 
head chief. He was allowed thirty days time. 
If at the expiration of the allotted time he 
he failed to return, Generd? Mackenzie was to 
start the United States troops after the tribe 
aud force them to terms at the point of the 
bayonet. Dr. Sturm succeeded much better 
than was anticipated. On the the sixteenth 
day he returned, bringing with him 479 In- 
dians and 3,360 head of horses and cattle. 
Since that time the government has had no 
trouble with the Comanches. 

Pawnee Bill, whose name is R. B. Gentry, 
was once government interpreter for the 
Pawnees for several years, and after thedeath 
of Major North was made white chief of the 
Pawnees.

An Article by a Distinguished Georgian— 
The True Spirit of the Code. 

Aveusta, Ga., September 20, 1889,— Editors 
Constitution: Recent occurrences in Georgia 
will render the following article interesting, 
and it is believed, at this time, profitable read- 
ing. It was written apropos of the famous 
Ratcliffe-Tilly duel. which occurred at 
Sandbar Ferry, near the city of 
Augusta, December, 1875, and which 
resulted in the tragic and untimely taking off 
of Mr. Tilly. It appeared in the Augusta 
Chronicie just before the Christmas holidays 
of that year, for the spirit of the unfortunate 
duelist was passing out just as the Christmas 
tide was flowing in. 

This article, coming 
distinguished source from one who had 
come by common consent to be re- 
garded in the community as the authority 
par excellence, in ‘‘affairs of honor,’ and 
whose wise and conservative decisions in such 
matters were accustomed to be accepted as the 
law of the Case in hand, made. 
a profound impression at the _ time. 
Indeed, it is believed that 
nothing, whether coming from the pulpit, the 
press or the forum, has contribated more to 
the happy result of rendering that the last 
meeting on this historic dueling ground, and 
certainly nothing is better calculated to ame 
liorate the evils and correct the errors some- 
times practiced in the name but~- not 
in the spirit of the ‘Code Dnuello.”’ 

This article contains a broader philosophy 
than we are accustomed to meet with now-a- 
days. It presents a platform broad enough ior 
peace and charity and brotherly love to stand 
together with personal honor. 

It implies that personal responsibility fur 
nishes a school in which these gentler graces 
receive their most healthful nurture. It im 
plies that mortal combat is almost an imposs?- 
bility where punctilio is not substituted for 
the broader principles of charity and human- 
ity, Which should always dominate in the con- 
duct of an, ‘‘affair of honor.’’

Editors Chronicle and Sentinel: It may be 
said that the tragedy just enacted in this commu- 
nity may have affected the hearts of some others as 
it has affected the writer, and rendered them more 
impressibie and more receptive of the lesson it 
teaches. 
acmonition cau be spoken now more effectively 
than on ordinary occasions, This subject may be 
regarded iv its reiations to the gospel of peace and 
to the laws of the land: the writer proposes to sur 
vey it from t! e lower plane of the man of the world, 
And he is ready to concede that the deliberate re- 
sort to personal combat,as a remedy for some 
evils, is not likely to be abandoned, in theory at 
léast, for a long time toeme, There isa feeling 
that the personal reiatious of men may, from various 
causes, someiimes tecome such that there is no 
issue from an intolerable situation except throngh 
morial combat—a feeliug as old as the human 
heart, one that has had the same manifestation in 
ali ages. which reiigion has not bveu able to eradi- 
cate, or logic to overcome, or satire to restrain. 
The writer believes tfom a heartgadcdened by the 
event which prom; ts him to wéiie, that less good is 
to be accompiished by maintsuining, in the lace of 
an apparently immutable feeting of the human 
heart, that never in any event must the ulti- 
mate appeal in private quarrels be to mortal com 
bat than in striving to remove from this subect 
some of the false notions andjpractices which sur- 
roundit. Muchalleviation may be effected by deal- 
ing with this subject with the same maxims of com- 
mon sense andtxe same cous.derations of charity 
and forbearance which govern right-minded men 
in the ordinary transactions of life. How few in- 
suits are premeditated, and how much fewer would 
be persisted in but for artificial modes of dealing 
withthem. How few injuries are deliberate, and 
how many would be repaired if factitious obstrcles 
were not interposed. How frequently the mis- 
cbievious, but not malicious, word is the 
occasion of strife, and how often it would be gladly 
recalled, but that false notions intervene. Let one 
of the many dilferences which willever spring up 
among men from their passions, their interest, their 
infirmities, their Jevities, but be dubbed ‘‘an affair 
of houor,’’ and at once punctil o usurps the place of 
common sense, and charity and ordinary kindness 
to one’s brother are swallowed up in pride and 
vanity. I:is here that the evil cinicfly les, and it 
is against these fallacies that men of humanity 
could strive with the best hope of success. The 
offensive word, the injurious act, the tmischievous 
gossip—these willever occur. How much better 
not to utter them; how much wiser not to do them: 
but uttered and done they will everbe. Rocog- 
nizing their inevitable occurrence the ques- 
tion is: How are these wr 4 x or impru- 
deness to be dealt with? Musi they taken out of 
the sphere of reparation and repentance, of fgrbear- 
ance and forgiveness, out of the broad forum of 
charity and humanity, and transferred to a narrow 
court, where the turn of a sentence or the choice of 
a‘pirase may determine the question ef life or 
death, of happiness or life long regret? A thousand 
times no! Let him who has wronged or offended 
his fellow, if he bethink him of itin time, basten, 
of his own motion, to make amends, and feel that it 
is a high privilege to undoa wrong. Let him who 
is injuredin this way, if he ask redress, doso ina 
spirit of ftocbearance and _ charity, not 
hesitating show that he prefers 
peaceable redress to any other alternative, 
and not reiuctant to make _ such redress 
easy to his adversary. But should heso far forget 
himself, undera sense of injury, as to demand in- 
stead of requesting, and even to couple such demand 
with threats, sull let not his adversary be deterred 
on that account trom giving him his due, The 
threat, which makes the duty more difficult, at the 
game time raises its performance to the height of 
heroism—a height from which hecan regard with 
indifference the criticisms of those who find in the 
threat the motive for tbe reparation. Let there be 
no concealment of the fact—the absence of which 
would be inhuman and monstrous—that there is 
the utmost anxiety to avoid the shedding of blood 
and the desolation of families; and let al! concerned, 
principals, seconds, and friends, quickened and 
sharpened by this anxiety, be diligent and ingeni- 
ous to discover the paths of peace. 

Those men of the south who are now in the prime 
of life have nearly all participated in the bloody 
battles of the Jate war, and while they failed to ses 
cure the independence of their country, they con- 
quered the knowledge that they did not quail in 
the presence of danger, and the right, too, to con- 
sider themselves brave men without resorting to 
the proof of private combat Let them use this 
right and do again good service to their country by 
showing that brave men consider it honorable to 
avoid by the exercise of forebearance a resort to 
the duelic, Brutus and Cassius, when, with their 
tempers chafed by the pressure of public calamity 
and domesiic affliction, they quarrelled at 
Philippi, hastened to ask and to give 
siete forgiveness, calling each other 
brother;’ and the knights of King 
thur’s Round Table, and the king himseif “ans 
swered softly” toany ‘‘who dealt in seorn.” “A 
soft answer turneth away wrato,’’ and no form of 
sp ech can fall more c!oquently from a brave man’s 
lips, ;

It is the 
ATLANTA OF FINLAND. 

All modern improvements are observable— 
slectric lights,telephones,steam street railways, 
streets paved with belgian blocks and so on. 

From this city up the broad and beautiful 
Neva, the lecturer carried his audience till 
thirty miles away the golden dome of St. 
Isaac’s church, St. Petersburg, gleamed in the 
distance. 

Taking advantage of the leisurely trip by 
steamer, he told how Russia is shaped like a 
balloon. The bottom portion is finest—the 
central portion agricultural, the lower part 
prairie and the neck of the balloon is the Cau- 
casus mountains. 

The upper and central parts are inhabited by 
agricultural people and the prairie by Cos- 
sacks, the cowboys of Russia. 

The lecturer spoke of Alexander Nevski, 
the greatest of the earlier czars, in whose tomb 
in St. Petersburg are laid the bodies of many 
of Russia’s nobles, including the famous 
Tolstoi family. 

IVAN THE TERRIBLE, 
who built a church whenever his conscience 
checked him for cutting off the heads of two 
or three of hissons, He was such a monster 
criminal that the result of his fits of penitence 
filled Russia with churches bearing the name 
of *‘Ivan.’’ 

Peter the Great, the greatest man of modern 
times, six feet seven in height, a genius 
of versatility never exhibited before or since, 
whose log cabin, the first house built in St. 
Petersburg, where he spent seyen years of his 
life, stands today. In that house he built his 
boats, made his boots, organized the army and 
navy, organized the judicial system and re- 
modeled the church itself. 

On a three-cornered stool in _ this 
cabin he sat with a= stick in his 
hand several heurs every day. In him were 
embodied the legislative, the judiciary and the 
executive powers of an eimpire covering an 
area more than «as large as the remainder of all 
Europe, and an Asiatic domain twice as big as 
the United States.

— of the Russian empire by many victo- 
ries.

Alexander III, who works bard at his desk, 
many hours a day, and who believes in amus 
ing his people rather than educating them, 
ami who is universally loved. Under his rule 
the ballet is subsidized, but no common schools 
are fostered. He addresses his soidiers as his 
children, and they salute him as ‘Our 
Father.”’ 

Arriving at Cronstadt the lecturer de- 
ecribed the formidable appearance of this, 
THE STRONGEST FORTRESS IN THE WORLD, 
surrounded by fleets of gun boats and men-of- 


war.

Licensing Stationary Engineers. 


The house yesterday afternoon passed a bill 
amending the act providing for the licensing of sta- 
tionary evgineers in Fulton county. 

The bill as passed was agreed upon by Senator 
Rice and Representatives Howell, Venable and 
O'Neill. Itisasubstitute for the two bills—one 
providing that the board cf examiners of stationary 
engineers of Fulton county shall also be empowered 
to license assistant engingers. This was introduced 
by Mr, Howell at the request of the county commis- 
sioners. The other was Mr. Venable’s bill, provid- 
ing that the act creating the board of engineer cx- 
aminersof Fulton county be repealed. 

The substitute az adopted for both of the bills puts 
the whole matter in the hands of the county com- 
missioners and authorizes them to empower the 
board to license assistant engiueers should they so 
decree. It also embodies the essential feature of 
Mr. Venable’s bill by giving the county commis- 
sioners authority to declare such board unnecessary 
should they consider that action necessary. 

In other words, the whole matter will be under 
the control of the county commissioners, who will 
have absoiute authority over the board, 

Agricultural Statistics. 

The bills introduced by Mr. Calvin, of 
Richmond, and passe’ by the house yesterday 
afternoon, contemplate amore complete and accu- 
rate system of farm statistics than we now have. 

The laws now of force require each taxpayer to 
make returns annually to the receiver of tax re- 
turns in his county of the acreage pianted in differ- 
ent crops, etc, 

The billsof Mr. Calvin provide for carefully pre- 
pared blanks, through which farm statisticsin de- 
tail may be elicited. These statistics are to be col 
lated by the commissicner of agriculture and pre- 
sented in his annual report. The blanks ordered 
to be prepared and the procedure prescribed 
(should the bills become laws) will result in agri- 
cultural statistics which will place Georgia on an 
equal footing with the otver states of the union. 

Looking After Indian Springs. 

A sub-committee from the committee on 
public property of the house will go dawn to Indian 
Spring this morning—Messrs, Clffton, Venable, 
Francis, Cariton and Atkinson, of Butts. 

The purpose of the committee in visiting the 
spring isto examine the property owned by the 
state of Georgia. The state owns the spring and 
about ten acres of land surrounding it. 

Mr. Atkinson saysthe property is very valuable 
and it worth at least fifty thousand dollars. 

The sub-commiitee’s report on the proeprty will 
es the public property committee additional in- 
ormation so that wef can act more intelligently

THE BRUCE & MORGAN PLANS FOR 
THE CONFEDERATE HOME 


Adopted by the Committee on Building—The 


Firemen Will Wear New Uniforms Now. 


A Painfal Accident. 


Yesterday Bruce & Morgan’s plan for the 
soldiers’ home was adopted by the committee. 

Mr. Wheeler and Mr. Neuman each sub- 
mitted plans with Mr. Bruce, but the latter’s 
drawings met with the approval of the com- 
mittee. The matter will now have to go be- 
fore the directors for formal ratification, aud 
then bids will be advertised for at once. 

The plan adopted is for a building of wood 
175 feet long and 100 feet wide at its broadest 
point. It will be partly three and the remain- 
der two stories in height, and will contain 
about fifty rooms, averaging about 12x16 feet 
in size. 

There will be broad verandas, ample, hall- 
ways, commodious offices, diningroom, 
kitchen, linen closets and other rooms neces- 
sary. 

The building will be crowned with @ 
tower and a number of turrets. 

The home will front westward, and when 
completed will be one of the most beautiful 
structures around Atlanta. 

The rooms will be large enough to accommo- 
date at least two persens, and the arrange- 
ments are as near perfect as is feasible in a 
building of that character. 

The estimated cost is $22,000. It will be 
finished with Georgia pine throughout the 
interior, in beautiful designs.

Through Atlanta—He Tells What He 
- Thinks of the City—All Sectional Feeling 

- ‘Should Cease. an! ) 
This is my first visit as far south as this.’ 
General R. A. Alger, of Michigan, who dur- 
mpal dyeams of being 
nominated by the republican party as their 
standard bearer, arrived in Atlanta yesterday, 

with a party of friends. 

General Alger isa soldicrly looking man, 
with peculiarly bright black eyes, a sallow 
complexion, and snow-white mustache and 


goatee. 
- “I am passing the time,” he continued, 
“between the reunion of the two armies at 

- Chattanooga, and a reunion of the army of 
the Tennessee, which will take place at Cin- 
cinnati shortly, by visiting the southern cities. 
I came through from Ubattanooga by the 
morning train, because I wanted to see the 
country by daylight.’ 

‘‘Have you seen Atlanta?’”’ he was asked. 

*§ have driven all about the city with my 
friends this afternoon. I heard that Atlanta 
wasa thriving city—people are continually 
singing its praises—but I was not in the least 
prepared for all that was shown me. Tesides 
the air of business prosperity, I was struck 
with the many beautiful residences and 
homes which Isaw. We also visited the bat- 
tle grounds around Atlanta.”’ 


“Were you able to locate the points of in- | 


terest ?”’ 

‘*Yes, General D. M. Poe is with me. He 
was General Sherman’s chief of engineers, 
and had the plans of all the fortifications on 
both sides. He wasable to locate the spot 
where every battery was stationed and where 
each engagement occurred.”’ 

‘‘Were you with Sherman’s army, general ?”’ 

“T was with him fora short time atthe be- 
ginning of the war, but I was transfered to the 
army of the Potomac and was with that force 


most of time,”’ 

“‘Hiow isthe feeling toward the south in 
Michigan ?”’ 

“T am tired of hearing the expressions north 
and south, It is all onecountry now, and such 
a feeling between the sections ought not to 
exist. All the feeling of animosity ought to 
end. Ofcourse we hear the expression that a 
man is a southerner frequently, but I think 
every feeling but a friendly one is fast dying 
out, and I hope soon to see no sectional feeling 
whatever. 

"In the next political campaign will you—”’ 

**W hat is the population of Atlanta? Ninety 
thousand? I had no idea it was 
60. = large. This part of the coun- 
try has a great future before it and, 
though the increase in the valuation of prop 
erty may be a little slow, itis bound to come.” 

“We leave tonight at eleven’”’ he continued, 
“for Birmingham. and we will pass an entire 
day there. We will then go to Nashville and 
to Louisville, reaching Cincinnati just in time 
for the reunion.’’ 

Other gentlemen then gathered about Gen- 
eral Alger and joined in the conversation. 

Several ragpinent confederate veterans 
were introduced to General Alger. He 
seemed happy to Meet them and talk over old 
battles. 

The other gentiemen with General Alger 
were William C. Goodloe, of Keutucky ; Geu- 
eral D. M. Poe, Henry F.. Lester and George H. 
Hopkins, of Detroit, and A. L. Bliss, of Sagi- 
naw. 

The party was met at the depot by General 
Lewis and Messrs. Alton, Hugh and Ed An- 

ier. 

¥ After a few minutes passed at the Kimball 
house, the party entered carriages and were 
driven all over the city and its suburbs. Just 
before dark they reached the Capital City 
club, and, after a few minutes’ stay there, re- 
turned to the Kimball house. 

- Toward 10 o’clock General Alger and his 
friends went to the sleeping car which was to 
take them to Birmingham.

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THE INSANE ASYLUM. 
THE COMMITTFE WHICH INV ESTI- 
GATED 17 MAKES ITS REPORT. 
The Needs of the Institution and the Condi- 
tion of the Property—Important Recom- 

mendations of the Committee. 

The report of the committee on lunatic 
asylum showing the condition of the asylum 
was submitted to the house yesterday. , 

Itis an interesting document and shows 
that the committee was thorough in their in- 
vestigations of the institution, on their visit 
to Milledgeville. 

RECOMMENDING APPROPRIATIONS. 

_ The members found the asylum in a good 

condition, but in need of money. Eleven 

thousand three hundred dollars is asked for by 

thé committee, and in their opinion should be 

“PP propriated without delay. Three thousand 

ree htindred dol!ars is wanted for new boil- 

; flooring, 

painting. 

Four thousand dollars is wanted for erecting a 
new storage room, 

The committee also thinks—but not of such 
a@ commanding necessity—that $17,000 is 
needed for a heating, ventilating and cooking 
apparatus ; $600 for a steam mangle, and $1,500 
for a dry room, making $19,100 more, which 
should be appropriated in the near future. 

This, however, is not needed as badly as is 
the $11,300 for boilers, bedsteads, fencing and 
storage room. Thecommittee found the treat- 
ment of the inmates by the physicians and 
attendants 

UNIFORMLY KIND AND CONSIDERATE, 
und thought the superintendent and matron 
should receive every possible moral and pe- 
cuniary support. 

The reflections on the management as to the 
treatment of inmates that had been going the 
rounds of the press originated from parties un- 
frieudly to the institution, at least that is the 
committee’s opinion. 

The report was drawn up by Hon. A. M. 
Féute. of Bartow, and Hon. B. S. Wright, of 
Polk, a sub-committee from the lunatic asy- 
lum committee, and is signed by Dr. W. H. 
Felton, chairman of the committee. 

‘*The committee is gratified,’’ the report be- 
gins, ‘‘to report that they found the various 
departments scrupulously neat and clean, with 
admirable sanitary regulations.’?’ They men- 
tion one exception which, in their opinion, 
shows the need of more storage room. As it 
now is some goods are kept in the basement, 
which keeps the floors and the walls damp. 

The committee recominends a suitable store 
room, to cost about $4,000. It should be of 
brick, and made fire proof. 

**Two old boilers have been recently con- 
denmed, after constant use for eighteen years,”’ 
continues the report. ‘‘These should be re 
placed by one improved boiler of one hundred 
and fifty-six horse power, which will cost about 
$3,300, and this is less than two boilers of suf- 
ficient capacity will cost This is a command- 
ing necessity, as two old boilers were uséd for 
heating purposes, and every dictate of human- 
ity urges that ited be replaced before cold 
weather. 

Other changes in the cooking and heating 
apparatus are suggested. The ventitating fan 
for furnishing wholesome air for the inmates 
is worn out. To replace this fan and the cook- 
ing and heating apparatus needed will cost 
$17,000. 


: AS TO THE BUILDINGS. 

The buildings generally arein good repair 
exeept as hereinafter detailed. 

The floors in the halls of the older buildings 
need prompt attention. From washing and 
ordinary use they are much worn—in many 
places to the tongues and grooves. This 
causes injury te the buildinas, and it is not 
conducive to health. A number of 
emalier improvements, to cost in all $4,000, 
are suggesied. 

The members of the eommittee go on tosay: 

‘Your committee find that the water supply 
is insufficient. The artesian well has been 
bored to the depth of 964 feet, with no good 
results. The appropriation for this purpose 
has been exhausted, and the work is now sus- 
pended. Appreciating the commanding 
importance of a sufficient supply of good water 
we recommend the appropriation of $10,000 for 
the completion of this well.’ 

FAITHFUL AND EFFICIENT OFFICIALS. 

“From a careful investigation of the books 
oi the steward, treasurer, and storekeeper, we 
are convinced that these ofticers are faithful 
and efficient. Your committee had informa- 
tion that the bank at Milledgeville would dis— 
charge without compensation, the duties of 
treasurer of the institation, thus resulting in 
a saving to the state of $600 per annum. 
We respectfully suggest -to the board 
of trustees thatthey take advantage of this 

roposition if it can be wisely and safely 
one.’ 

THE WATER SUPPLY AGAIN, 

Returning to the water question, the com- 

mittee say: ‘‘Yourcommittce must be par- 


doned for emphasizing here the necessity for | 


an increase water supply. It is urgently de- 
manded. Think ol nearly 2,000 people, most 
of them Neipless and dependent, forced to rely 
for water upon a small stream, the bed of 
which is filling up at the rate ot one foot each 
year, and becoming so iow often that there is 
no running stroan: at all, anil vou have a _ pic- 
ture of our institution. 
PROPERTY OF THE STATE. 

“The gardens and iiclds in connection with 
the itstitution have produced vegetables suf- 
ficient fcr its use the present season, The 
twenty acres in sweet potatoes, it is hoped and 
believed, will be sufiicient for the winter use. 
There are seventy-five head of cattle—thirty- 
two milk cows. We think the number of 
cews should be increased. it is estimated that 
26,000 pounds of pork will be made this year, 
the hogs being fattened mainly with the waste 


' frotty the institution. 


“There are at the institution sixteen mules 
and iwo horses, most of which can be sold if 
the storage room is built on the dummy line. 
The barns, stables and outbuildings are in 
generally good repair.’ 

he committee recommended the release of 
Thomas S. Marston, of Rockdale county, the 
superintendant having certified to his cure. 
This requires legi slative enactment. 
A SENSATIONAL RECOMMENDATION. 

Right here the coinmittee makes another 
sensational recon:mendation. 

‘We find’ the report says, “in the institn- 
tion quite a number that were committed as 
inebriates. Many of them should be dis- 
charged. We recognize this as an unfortunate 
class but their condition is the result of their 
own acts and itis within their power to render 
their stay their unnecessary should 
no other cause for . tieir

the opinm habit, thus making room for ctl 
P ; “ —— | Breast Glasses, Breast Shields, 


more unfortunate. Koom is mach needed in 
some of the wards, especially in the female 
wards in the central building the inmates are 
overcrowded, there being in some of the rooms 
which were intended for sitting rooms, as 
many as thirteen beds.”’ 

THE INMATES. 

The inmates are contented, the committee- 
men say. Their uniform answers to question 
were that they were well fed and provided for 
and were ade as comfortable as was possible 
under the circumstances. On the 4th instant 


| 1,548 unfortunates were inmates of this institu- 


tion, ninety-eight in excess of the number 
upon which estimates for appropriations were 
based. 

DOLLARS AND CENTS.

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THE MANAGEMENT INDORSED. 

In concluding their report, the members of 
the committee say: 

“We commend the management of the in- 
stitution. The treatmentof the inmates by 
the physicians and attendants, as we learned 
from them and from observation, is uniformly 
kind and considerate. 

‘‘We found no foundation for the criticisms 
wiich have been going the rounds of the press, 
retiecting upon the management in the treat 
mentof the inmates. We deem it our duty 
to say that in our opinion these criticisms 
come from parties enictendio to the institu- 
tion. Without intending invidious distinction, 
we must be permitted to say that thé superin- 
tendent es matron of this institution should 
have all the possible moral and pecuniary sup- 
port. They are in the right plaee, and their 
place is hard to fill.’’
